Satterthwait said his action was 


inspired by respect for the stand his 
21-year-old son, Arnold, has taken. 


"I must humbly admit," he 


said, ''that my son 
Arnold 


taught me more about the basic 
facts of religion than I had ever 
taken the trouble to seek in my 
entire life. Arnold is in a cell 
in the federal penitentiary at 
Panhnrv. Connecticut, because 
he happened to be a staunch 
supporter of the rules of disci- 
pline of this society and because 
Ms conscience would not permit 
Mm to register." 
The speaker, a descendant of one 


of the founders of Germantown, 
said he felt he would be '-"betray- 
ing" the Quaker faith by remaining 
a member.

A War department communique reporting developments 


of the past 24 hours and also summarizing savage fighting 
of the past several days said that two Japanese divisions were 
hurled simultaneously against American-Filipino lines. 


On the west coast, the South China Sea shore, the invaders 


were forced back to the coast, and either destroyed, captured 
or drowned, the communique said, 


Smash Frontal Attack 


On the east side of the peninsula, facing Manila, a 


frontal mass attack was smashed by artillery fire before it got 
well under way. 


The communique made clear, however, that the Japanese 


had fought their way in the last three weeks about half way 
down the peninsula. 


The fighting on the east coast took place in the area of 


Pilar, the War department said, and this point near an impor- 
tant road junction is only 17 miles from the end of the 
-peninsula opposite the Corregidor fortress.

W a s h in g to n , Feb. 2 (AF)—General Douglas MacArthur 
reported today that the defenders of the Batan peninsula in 
(the Philippines had repulsed with heavy enemy losses the 
latest series of Japanese attacks, which were made by the 
foe's best troops who employed new tactics. 
A War department communique reporting developments 
of the past 21 hours and also summarizing savage lighting 
of the past several days said that two Japanese divisions were 
hurled simultaneously against American-Filipino lines. 
On the west coast, the South China Sea shore, the invaders 
were forced back to the coast, and either destroyed, captured 
or drowned, the communique said. 
Smash Frontal Attack 
On the east side cd the peninsula, facing Manila, a 
frontal mass attack was smashed by artillery fire before it got 
well under way. 
The communique made clear, however, that the Japanese 
had fought their way in the last three weeks about half way 
down the peninsula. 
The lighting on the east coast took place in the area of 
Pilar, the War department said, and this point near an impor­ 
tant road junction is only 17 miles from the end of the 
-lieninsula opposite the Corregidor fortress. 
The latest report of Mac Arthur’s staunch defense lines in 
rugged Batan peninsula coincided with a belief in Washington

REDS CONFUSE 


WEARY GERMANS 
WITH POUNDING 


Moscow, Feb. 2 (AP)—Fresh Rus- 


sian successes on the long, jagged 
winter front from Leningrad to the 
Crime? were reported today, high- 
lighted by accounts of a 55-mile ad- 
vance against the Axis in the 
Ukraine and the destruction of a 
battalion of Nazi Elite guards. 


Place names generally were omit- 


ted from the reports. 


"We are not announcing the cap- 


ture of a single village, town or 
city until after we are sure the Ger- 
mans know of its fall," one Russian 
authority explained. "In this way 
their surrounded, cut-up, out-flank- 
ed regiments are suffering from even 
more confusion." 


The midnight communique, con- 


forming with that policy, merely 
said the Russian troops yesterday 
"destroyed enemy centers of resist- 
ance and continued their advance." 


Annihilate Battalion 


The communique, however, did 


tell of a fight Saturday in which 
Russian infantry and tanks "anni- 
hilated the Third Infantry battalion 
of the 4th SS (Elite Guard) regi- 
ment." 


(The British radio reported today 


that Russian troops increasing then- 
pressure in the central sector of the 
German-Russian front had reached 
tne Rzhev-Vyazma railroad line.) 


The midday Russian communique 


said offensive operations against the 
Germans continued throughout the 
night and that one Red Army unit 
on the Kalin front, northwest of 
Moscow, killed 350 German officers 
and men in capturing a village. 


It also, reported the slaying cf 


more than 100 German soldiers when 
a platoon of Russian skiers ambush- 
ed a supply column.

4 SCHOOLS TO 


TRAIN PILOTS 


Washington, Feb. 2 (AP)—Ex- 


pressly determined to create the 
world's toughest force of airplane 
pilots, the Navy whipped into final 
shape today » plan to turn out 
30,000 air cadets a year with the 
cooperation 
of four universities 


whose facilities for ground training 
will be leased by the government. 


At the same time a special com- 


mittee assured Congress that U. S. 
industry was equal to President 
Roosevelt's production goal of 185,- 
000 airplanes in 1942 and 1943. It 
added that "before we are through" 
the nation's Army Ah- forces alone 
would number far in excess of 1,- 
000,000 men.

The Navy department's week-end 


announcement of its stepped up 
pilot-training 
program 
disclosed 


that it would establish one "Annap- 
olis of the air" in the east, one in 
the west, one in the south and one 
in the middle west. The plan is to 
be in operation not later than May 1. 


Facilities of the universities, which 


were not identified, will be rented 
for the duration of the war. 


Each school will take in 625 can- 


didates a month and for three 
months will prepare them for flight 
training by physical conditioning, 
military drill, courses in seaman- 
ship, naval history and customs, and 
training in co'umunications, ordi- 
nance and other specialities. 


Then they will go to one of the| 


16 Naval Reserve Aviation bases for 
primary flight training and from 
there to advanced flying schools. 
The whole course normally will take 
a. year. Exceptionally gifted stu- 
dents may finish it In less time. 


Navy Secretary Knox said that 


those who survived all three train- 
ing stages would be "the best pilots 
in the world." He made it plain 
too that they would be the tough- 
est: their physical conditioning will 
include 40-mile sunup-to-sundown 
marches, ditch-digging, wood-chop- 
ping, Jiu Jitsu, boxing and rough 
and tumble fighting.
